GENEVA (#)— San Francisco appeared today 
to have an inside track for a summit meeting. 


And the opening date for the meeting of heads 
of government being mentioned by officials here is 
Aug. 1 or 3. 


San Francisco heads the list of sites prepared 
by the Big Four diplomats here for the foreign 
ministers conference. Geneva is second. Vienna and 
Quebec City seemed to be slowly dropping out. 


The foreign ministers will have to agree on the 
time, place and work schedule for a summit meet­ 
ing, provided one is held. A summit conference still 
hinges on a reasonable promise of some success as 
shown by the progress of the foreign ministers’ 
talks. 


British Prime Minister Harold Macmillan is 
said to favor San Francisco. It is known Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev would like to visit the 
United States. The United States appears reconciled 
to having Khrushchev as a guest and could avoid a 
special visit by having the summit conference at 
San Francisco.

Urges Tomales 
Harbor District 


The Marin Coast Chamber of 
Commerce, meeting last night 
in Inverness, passed a resolu- 
toin backing the formation of a 
harbor district for Tomales 
Bay. 


Capt. Adolph S. Oka said the 
chamber passed the resolution 
that it would be the sponsor­ 
ing organization of citizens and 
groups for the establishment 
of the district, after talks by 
state and federal officials. 
Capt. F. J. Teuscher, cham­ 
ber president, outlined the pro­ 
cedure of forming a district. 
Teuscher said the organizing 
group would have to select the 
political subdivision 
for 
the 
district. There are several pos­ 
sibilities, including the school 
district. He said a harbor dis­ 
trict would have to declare a 
tax rate limit, which probably 
would not be more than three 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. 
Funds from the taxes, he 
said, would be needed for or­ 
ganizational programming and 
selection of a company to make 
an economic survey. The sur­ 
vey would include the cost and 
need for an improved entrance 
to the bay, dredging, rights of 
way and road accesses. 
James Dunham, an engineer 
for the state Small Crafts Har­ 
bor 
Commission, 
s a i d 
his 
agency would offer advice on 
the formation of a district. 
Also, he said, state loans might 
be 
available 
at 
low-interest 
rates, and that there might be 
some grants for improvements. 
John Degnan 
of the Army 
Corps of Engineers, San Fran­ 
cisco, explained that the harbor 
organizers would have to press 
for congressional approval to 
get Army Engineer surveys on 
breakwaters and dredging. 


San Rafael elementary school decision on pay raises for high 
teachers will get pay raises 
averaging 
about 
$400 more 
than for last year, the city’s 
board of education decided last 
night. 
The board, which had raised 
the minimum salary from $4.- 
300 to $4,500, last night raised 
the top pay to $8,167. 
Under the present system, 
elementary teachers have three 
pay scales, depending on the 
amount of experience. Top pay 
for scale three is $7,500. 
A 
fourth scale was set up last 
night, and the top pay for that 
scale set at $8,167. 
This pay raise means a 6.9 
per cent increase over last year. 
The board did not reach a 


school teachers. Discussion of 
high school salaries and budget 
will continue at an adjourned 
meeting set for 7:30 p.m. next 
Tuesday. 
Elementary school 
adminis­ 
trators also received pay raises 
amounting to about $400 per 
year. 
Dr. Raymond J. Simpson, as­ 
sistant superintendent, and Dr. 
Mildred Barnard, director of 
instruction for the elementary 
district, received raises of $750 
each, bringing 
their

salaries to $12,000 and $11,500 
respectively. 
Classified employees, such as 
clerical and maintenance work­ 
ers, will get 5 per cent raises.

Herter challenged Russia’s Andrei Gromyko today 
join in “serious, constructive negotiation.”

“My government is anxious to make the necessary 
progress here,” Herter said at the Big Four meeting, 
“but the Western powers cannot make it alone.”

He specified some 
progress in talks on suspending 
nuclear tests and developing 
contacts between Soviet and 
Western peoples.

San Anselmo City Council 
members—four of them, at 
least—plan to “get out and 
talk” to put across removal of 
city department heads from 
civil service “freeze” in a spe* 
cial election that was set last 
night for July 14.

Booth, recovering from a sinu« 
operation, was not present at 
last night’s meeting of the Hub 
City council. But the other four 
members all promised to “get 
out and talk” for the proposed 
change, which has been urged 
for years by Mayor Arthur W. 
Smith. 
The proposal to be put be­ 
fore the voters provides sim­ 
ply that heads of city depart­ 
ments—police chief, fire chief, 
building department and pub­ 
lic works chiefs—shall not hold 
those jobs under classified civil 
service. 
The plan as envisioned by 
Mayor Smith is that depart­ 
ment heads normally would be 
promoted from the ranks. They 
would retain whatever civil ser­ 
vice rating they held before 
being put in charge of the de­ 
partments. 
If 
a 
department 
head failed to perform to the 
council's satisfaction, he could 
be removed—and put back in 
the ranks at his previous rat­ 
ing. 
As San Anselmo’s civil ser­ 
vice law now stands, a depart­ 
ment head is “frozen” into his 
position. He can be removed 
only by filing definite charges 
of misfeasance, malfeasance or 
some criminal activity, which 
must be proved to the satisfac­ 
tion of the city’s board of re­ 
view if he appeals.

Casualties 
In Hunting 
Rose in '58 


SACRAMENTO (*—Hunting 
casualties took a sharp turn up­ 
ward last year, the first since 
1954. 
Eighteen hunters were killed 
during 1958 in accidents and 
another 102 were injured. In 
1957, 14 were killed and 65 
wounded. 
William E. Warne, state fish 
and game director, declared: 
“Carelessness, ignorance and 
irresponsibility are the triple 
causes of all the accidents. 
There 
wasn’t 
one 
accident 
where one, twro or all three 
were not present.” 
About a third of the total 
casualties and three-fourths of 
the fatalities occurred at range 
less than 1 yards, with most of 
them in open or light cover. 
Swinging on game was list­ 
ed as the major cause of cas­ 
ualties with 21 accidents. In 
second place—with 12 cases— 
was the victim moving into 
the line of fire. Shooter stum­ 
bling and falling accounted for 
10 cases. 
Deer hunting produced the 
greatest number of accidents— 
24. 
Five of them were fatali­ 
ties. Quail hunting accidents 
totaled 19, pheasant 
hunting 
15, rabbit 14 and duck hunt­ 
ing 13.

SACRAMENTO (API — Califor­ 
nia’s fair trade law is appar­ 
ently safe for two more years. 
The Assembly Governmental 
Efficiency and Economy Com­ 
mittee yesterday recommended 
a two-year interim study of a 
bill to repeal the law which al­ 
lows setting of minimum retail 
prices on certain products.

Fair trade supporters argued 
that the law has stood up under 
repeated court tests, and noted 
that frequent efforts at repeal 
have failed in the Legislature 
since the law was passed in 
1933.

To Lease-Buy Plan 


HUGO RINALDI 
Offered Stanford fellowship 


School Music 


Chief Gets 


Fellowship 


Hugo Rinaldi, San Rafael 
High School music director, 
has been offered a fellowship 
at Stanford University which 
will enable him to complete his 
work for a Ph. D. in music 
education. 
But, Rinaldi said today, he 
hesitated long over accepting 
the offer because “it means 
taking off for a year.” 
Rinaldi’s request for a year’s 
leave of absence was approved 
last night by the San Rafael 
Board of Education. 
He will 
get one-half pay during his 
sabbatical leave. 


WOULD TEACH 
The fellowship would pay all 
Rinaldi’s expenses for the final 
year of study for a Ph. D. He 
would teach a class in music 
education at Stanford. 
Rinaldi described it as “a 
great honor, but one which 
would mean a financial loss.” 
Many accolades have come 
Rinaldi's way during his 10 
years as music director at San 
Rafael High. He took the job 
on his graduation from San 
Francisco State College. 


UNUSUAL HIRING 
“It came about in an unusual 
way,” he related today. 
“The 
Independent-Journal 
ran 
art 
editorial about the state of the 
music program in the San Ra­ 
fael schools. 
As a result of 
that, Supt. Oliver Hartzell was 
looking for someone to head 
up the music program. 
He 
called me and offered me the 
job. 
“I was young and brash and 
was sure I could handle it.” 
Rinaldi had lived in San Ra­ 
fael since childhood, attending 
San Rafael High and Marin 
Junior College. 
“I am too 
happy here to want to move 
any place else,” he said today. 
“These incidents happen all 
the time.” 


As it has to many others, the 
high cost of buying on time 
came as something of a shock 
last night to San Anselmo’s 
city councilmen. 
The

purchase 
contemplated, in their case, is 
a second firehouse, to be lo­ 
cated on a still-unobtained lot 
at Butterfield road and Arroyo 
avenue. 
City 
Manager

Brewer reported he had been 
unsuccessful in finding an “an­ 
gel” to finance building the 
firehouse and get his money 
back, with interest, from the 
city over a period of years. 
But he had on hand a represen­ 
tative of J. B. Hanauer and 
Co., municipal financial consul­ 
tants who specialize in such 
things. 
The Hanauer representative, 
Robert G. Bulot of Monrovia, 
Los Angeles County, then gave 
the council a run-down of how 
his firm would propose to go 
about the firehouse financing. 
A 
non - profit 
corporation 
would be fqtrmed, he said, 
which would\ issue 
b o n d s 
against the lease with the city. 
The bonds would be tax-ex­ 


empt. Such a scheme has been 
used to finance many munici­ 
pal 
projects, 
including 
San 
Francisco’s Civic Center gar­ 
age. 
The Hanauer company’s fees 
would come out of the financ­ 
ing, he said. On a $60,000 fire­ 
house, they would add about 
$15,000. 
The bonds, he said, could be 
sold at about 4% to 5 per cent, 
“about the same rate as rev­ 
enue bonds.” The $75,000 fi­ 
nancing would be retired in 20 
years at $6,000 a year. 
Councilman William Fran- 
chini pricked up his ears. 
“How much would that make 
it in 20 years?” he asked. 
“About $120,000,” said Bulot. 
Their enthusiasm for the 
“lease-option” firehouse financ­ 
ing plan visibly cooled, the 
city fathers, on suggestion of 
Mayor Arthur W. Smith, asked 
Bulot to deliver the city man­ 
ager a copy of the proposed 
type of lease agreement—after 
Councilmen 
Franchini 
a n d 
Carleton G. E. Little had won 
assurances the city would not 
be committing itself to any­ 
thing.

The chief noted that fire 
trucks from the town’s only 
station at Willow avenue and 
Tamalpais drive have a rela­ 
tively long run to the rapidly 
growing subdivision areas east 
of the freeway 
He said the Volunteer Fire­ 
men’s Assn. plans to discuss 
the matter of a second station 
soon with Town Councilmen Al­ 
bert E. Kogler and Edward W. 
Colthurst, who serve as Corte 
Madera’s fire commissioners.

GOVERNOR S REPLY 
The governor’s reply, using 
figures supplied by Ralph Bro­ 
dy, special counsel to the gov­ 
ernor on water problems, was 
that the bond issue would re­ 
sult in these amounts being 
spent in 12 counties: 
Butte, 388 million dollars; 
Sacramento, 22 million; Contra 
Costa, 45 million; Alameda, 38 
million; San Joaquin, 45 mil­ 
lion; Santa Clara, 20 million;

Fermentation apparently in­ 
creased the amount of two of 
these vitamins, in that 71 per 
cent more riboflavin was found 
in the wine than in the grape 
juices from which it was made. 
Forty-fiVe per cent more folic 
acid appeared. Riboflavin pro­ 
motes growth; folic acid is the 
anemia fighter. 
' Sweet wines may retain vita­ 
mins better than dry wines be­ 
cause they ferment less, Dr. 
Morgan said. Another factor 
may be the darker color of the 
red wines such as Port.

“TWO CONVICTS HOLD PAIR AT 
| KNIFEPOINT,” were the words in bold 
: type heading many California newsapers 
on Tuesday, April 21, and the pair of 
I felons involved were men from this in- 
-stitution, San Quentin. One man from 
• the local Honor Block, and both on out- 
J side the walls detail work that means 
: minimum custody men with a good 
I institution record. 
The news of the attempted escape 
" circulated in the Big Yard as other men 
from the outside work crews were sent 
inside during the emergency. An escape 
; attempt always works a hardship on 
the many. This one, involving innocent 
f bystanders, especially a woman, upset 
|th e general population. 
We followed the escapade as closely 
as possible and the tense feeling of un­ 
rest among the men was ever present, 
The man in the Yard said: “A guy who 
takes a woman for a hostage hasn’t got 
guts enough to kill her!” 
The long hours dragged into late af­ 
ternoon before the word came in that 
the two convicts had surrendered and 
I the hostages were safe. We could feel 
. the tension ease. The attempted escap­ 
ees were the topic of conversation. How­ 
ever, they would have been disappointed 
' to find there was no hero worship in- 
• volved. 
The West Block’s television set car- 
««I- 
ried pictures of the event and there 
;were many negative remarks by the in­ 
mates. The escapees were two men 


feeling sorry for their predicament— 
throwing Honor out by saying, “To hell 
with the other guys.” 
Whatever it was that stilled their 
hand from harming the hostages isn't 
important, now. The important thing is 
that Mrs. Louise Gschwend and Douglas 
Harrison were not hurt and the majority 
of men in Wallsville are extremely 
happy the episode ended like it did. 


Mr. Harrison's brave return to the 
knife wielders with each message was a 
noble gesture by a good citizen. He was 
thinking of others—not himself. 
Mrs. Gschwend endured hours of un­ 
rest like the pioneer woman of years 
gone by. Her chari\y in forgiving these 
men and praying for them is a deed of 
true valor. It makes for a better world 
and the man behind walls can thank God 
there are people like this. 
At the request of many San Quentin 
men, the Inmate Council is writing the 
victims of this blundered escape a letter. 
The Council represents the whole popu­ 
lace of the prison. The missive will ex­ 
press our true feeling about the un­ 
happy incident. 
In closing may we express the general 
feeling of the many: To Mr. Harrison 
we say, “Your courage in the face of 
great danger will be remembered. 
It 
was a deed well done.” 
To Mrs. Gschwend we can only say, 
“A VERY HAPPY MOTHER’S DAY, 
and we wish you many days of good 
fishing in the vicinity of this Walled 
City, or any other place your heart 
desires.”

The Navy got a lot of house 
with Congressmen last year 
with its new7 unsinkable ship.

Just a planning ship, the 
Navy explained. 


BIG NEWS in the Navy this 
year is fram. A captain who 
unveiled this development be­ 
fore an appropriations sub­ 
committee said it’s a term 
meaning vessels rehabilitation 
and modernization.

A ship about to 
be mothballed — now there’s 
a real, genuine, old liguistic 


relic — will be pictured as 
ready for deframatizationing.

Republicans Face Difficult, Delightful 


Decision Between Nixon, Rockefeller

A timely warning f r o m 
Corey Ford (in his new book, 
“Has Anybody Seen Me Late­ 
ly?”): “Slowly but surely, the 
wellsprings of humor are dry­ 
ing

today. Derision is 
iaken for disloyalty. Political 
satire ls-extinct, personal cari­ 
cature is libel, parody is il­ 
legal, dialect jokes are strictly 
taboo. ‘You can’t even k id 
about the man-eating shark 
these 
days,’ 
Franklin 
P. 
Adams has noted, ‘or t h e 
sharksRin-suit manufacturers 
will land on you like a ton of 
bricks’.” 


There can be no more dif­ 
ficult and delightful contro­ 
versy for the Republican party 
than deciding whether to nom­ 
inate Vice President Nixon or 
Governor R o c k e f e l l e r for 
President. 
For at least another nine 
months, Nixon will set the 
pace. Until R o c k e f e l l e r 
achieved his sensational vic­ 
tory in New York last Novem­ 
ber, Nixon was the lone claim­ 
ant for the 1960 nomination. 
He remains well in the lead 
in the public'opinion polls and 
in the favor of the leaders of 
the party in every section of 
the country. 


EVENTS WILL continue to 
provide Nixon with a good 
forum. His trip to the Soviet 
Union in July to open the 
American exhibition in Mos­ 
cow — on which some 30 to 
40 correspondents will accom­ 
pany him—is a good example. 
He will meet and t a l k at 
length w'ith the Soviet leaders 
and will thereby be associated 
with the very center of the 
problems which most concern 
the American people. 
Nixon’s chairmanship of the 
Cabinet committee on infla­ 
tion will probably help, and 
can’t hurt, as he comes up 
to 1960. It identifies him as an 
active participant in a matter 
in which the public is deeply 
affected. 


THERE WILL BE other im­ 
portant chores. In fact, some 
think that President Eisen­ 
hower is going out of his way 
to further Nixon’s cause. 1 
find nothing to support this 
view. There have been no 
contrived assignments tor the 
Vice President. I do not thinx 
that Eisenhower is going to 
try to influence the nomina 
tion. It would be out of char­ 
acter. 


Another reason Republicans 
will likely have a hard time 
choosing between Nixon and 
Rockefeller is that, as I see 
it, there will be no such deep 
policy issue between them as 
there was between Dewey and 
Willkie in 1940, between Taft 
and Dewey in 1948, and be­ 
tween Taft and Eisenhower in 
1952. 


GOV. ROCKEFELLER is no 
sugar-coated radical. He just 
doesn’t believe that yester­ 
day’s political prescriptions 
automatically 
solve 
today’s 
political problems. He is not 
a tranquillized conservative, 
but he doesn’t sit up nights 
trying to find ways to spend 
the taxpapers’ money. 


Rockefeller will have plenty 
of political visibility during 
the coming year. A month aft­ 
er Nixon makes his trip to 
Moscow, Rockefeller will take 
the spotlight at the annual 
governors’ c o n f e r e n c e in 
Puerto Rico. And it is his fel­ 
low Republican governors w ho 
are most powerful within the 
party. 


NOR WILL HE be without 
the raw material of a political 
program with which to identi­ 
fy himself as an effective pub­ 
lic official. Right now he has 
21 studies under way dealing 
with the same kind of eco­ 
nomic, educational, and social 
problems in New York which 
other states are experiencing 
in greater or lesser degree. By 
next January these studies 
will provide the basis of im­ 
portant messages to the legis­ 
lature. 


If it be true that events will 
determine the 1960 Repub­ 
lican nominee, it is clear that 
Gov. Rockefeller is going to 
have a hand in shaping those 
events.

Hub City Laws Put 
Into One Package 


The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil last night introduced a gen­ 
uine catch-all ordinance, put­ 
ting together in one ready-ref- 
erence package the accumulat­ 
ed city ordinances of 52 years. 
The new measure, labeled 
the 
San Anselmo Municipal 
Code, is the work of attorney 
Allen Grimes of Modesto. He 
was hired more than a year ago 
to codify the city’s ordinances. 
The job he did puts together 
as a single code the hodge­ 
podge of ordinances adopted 
since the days when horse- 
drawn 
carriages 
transported 
summer residents from their 
hillside cottages to the North­

NO NEW LAWS 
Some 60 to 70 old ordinances

plained to the council that “I 
have today 22 parking tickets 
for parking in front of my own 
house” at 96 Hawthorne ave­ 
nue. That, she maintained, is 
unfair. 
Mrs. Cechittini’s house is on 
a narrow hillside street. There 
is a one-car garage. But Mrs. 
Cechittini has a car; her hus­ 
band has a car; her son, who 
comes home on weekends from 
college, has a car; her daugh­ 
ter, who often visits at home, 
has a car. 


‘FAIR ENOUGH’ 
All but one of the cars must 
be parked partly on the street 
“I put the wheels on one side 
on my property and the wheels 
on the other side on yours; 
that’s fair enough,” she told the 
council. 
But the police, she complain­ 
ed, do not think it is fair 
enough. 
They keep ticketing 
her car—and her husband’s 
and son’s and daughters’s—for 
all night parking. 
Mrs. Cechittini had been the 
rounds before reaching the 
city 
council. 
She 
told 
the 
judge told her it was a prob- 


em for the council. She com- 
3lained to the police and then 
her car didn’t get ticketed but 
her husband’s and son’s did. 
She went to the city attorney 
and was told the parking or­ 
dinance is subject to various 
interpretations. 
WANTS CHANGE 
Mrs. Cechittini wanted the 
ordinance changed forthwith. 
She couldn’t understand why 
it is legal to park on the street 
all day but not all night. “Do 
the streets shrink at night?” 
she demanded. 
At that point Mrs. W. R. 
Bazzetta of 12 Tamalpais ave­ 
nue, definitely not in good 
humor at the moment, got in 
the act. 
Every time her car 
is parked for over an hour in 
front of her house, it gets 
ticketed, she complained, and 
“two other cars five houses up 
the street never get tickets.” 
She’s been feuding with police 
about it for months, said Mrs. 
Bazzetta: “I purposely leave my 
car out so 1 can get a ticket.” 
Mrs. Cechittini wound up 
with: 
“If anyone knows a house 
for sale in San Rafael that’s 
comparable to mine, I’m mov­ 
ing.”

GARBAGE PROBLEM 1 
Then came Mrs. Florence 
Weinger of San Francisco, a

Prison Rioters 


Get Chance To 


Air Grievances 


FORT PILLOW. Tenn. UP) — 
Convicts got a chance to air 
their grievances before state 
officials today on the heels of 
a 14-hour prison dormitory re­ 
volt that ended as abruptly as 
it began. 
The youthful inmates pushed 
aside 
their 
barricades 
and 
freed two guards unharmed 
yesterday after prison officials 
promised that their complaints 
would 
be 
heard 
and 
there 
would be no reprisals. 
After series of talks with 
State Corrections Commission­ 
er Keith Hampton, the prison­ 
ers 
surrendered 
meekly 
to 
massed highway p a t r o l m e n 
shortly before noon. 
Hampton said he planned to 
spend the next two days in­ 
vestigating the riot, which was 
designed to focus attention on 
grievances ranging from bad 
food to alleged brutality. 
Prison officials admitted in­ 
mates sometimes were lashed 
—which was another of the 
grievances. “But we don’t use 
the 
leather 
strap 
n e a r l y 
enough,” one guard remarked. 


Top Language 
Students To 
Get Awards 


First awards in an unusual 
experiment of academic recog­ 
nition in the language field 
will be given next week at San 
Rafael High School. 
Emblems designed by mem­ 
bers of the foreign language 
department will be given to 
students who have qualified 
under the department’s new 
honors program. 
Teachers in the language sec­ 
tion developed the idea to spur 
individual effort by oustanding 
students of foreign languages. 
Language honors will be giv­ 
en in each year of a language 
study to students who main­ 
tain a 90 average in class work 
and complete special individual 
projects. 
A student in the 
third year of a language, for 
example, 
would 
complete 
a 
project in the language being 
studied, based on research in 
the same language, and demon­ 
strating the pupil’s ability to 
write and compose. 
Emphasis 
is on extra work above and be­ 
yond the assigned class and 
homework. 
The basic emblem is the well 
known San Rafael high bull­ 
dog in white on a three inch 
red circle (school colors) with 
“Laudamus Linguas” as the in­ 
scription. 
A second year stu­ 
dent would earn a white back­ 
ing for it, and a larger red 
backing indicates a third year 
achievement. The resulting al­ 
ternate color ring effect would 
show the year of the award. 
The fourth year language stu­ 
dent will receive an award of 
a different kind. 
The student council is foot­ 
ing the bill for the embroid­ 
ered emblems.
